RICE LAKE, Wis. (AP) - Fire of 


undetermined cause and believed to 
have started near a first floor sofa des- 
troyed a two-story duplex Sunday and 
killed six persons, including a woman 
and all four of her children. 


Dead were Mrs. Ellen Fisher, 29; her 


children Nicole, 4, Amy, 2, Tamra, 5, and 
Coreen, 6 months, and a cousin to the 
children, Jean Pitlik, about 5. She was 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Pitlik, Rice Lake, and was spending the 
night with the Fishers. 


Mrs. Fisher's husband, Timothy, 29, 


was rescued by the Rice Lake~Fire 
Department and hospitalized in serious 
condition, suffering from smoke 
inhalation and first and second degree 
burns to about 10 per cent of his body. 


Authorities said Mrs. Fisher and the 


five children apparently died of smoke 
asphyxiation. 


Fire Dept. Lt. Willard Haynie said Mr. 


and Mrs. Michael Gruenhagen, upstairs 
tenants in the two-flat building, dis- 
covered the blaze about 2:20 a.m. 


Haynie said the Gruenhagens 


managed to escape the frame building 
and notify authorities after futilely try- 
ing to enter the downstairs unit. When 
firefighters arrived, Haynie said, the 
downstairs living room was aflame and 
the rest of the building filled with smoke- 


Two of the bodies were found in an 


upstairs bedroom which the Fishers 
used. The rest were found downstairs. 


Firemen and volunteers wept as they 


carried the bodies from the building. 
Haynie said it was the most tragic fire in 
Rice Lake history. 


Hearings on ouster of 
Cox begin in Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) -Fired special 


Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox, 
who says he wanted more than just the 
presidential tapes, was to appear before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee today 
as lead-off witness at hearings into his 
ouster. 


The hearings open in a week in which 


President Nixon's acting attorney 
general is to name a new special 


prosecutor to replace Cox. Most senat- 
ors, however, had their own idea about 
how to select a man to investigate the 
administration. 


Central to this latest potential collision 


between Nixon and Congress is whether 
a new prosecutor will get access to 
sensitive White House materials, which 
could be evidence in one or another of ihe 
cases broadly lumped under the title of 
Watergate. 


Cox said Sunday the nine presidential 
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tape recordings he sought "were clearly 
only a first step in seeking a great deal 
of important evidence from the White 
House." 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, DMass., a 


member of the Judiciary Committee, 
said he would seek to determine whether 
Cox believes he was fired because the 
trail in the Watergate investigation was 
leading to President Nixon. 


Other senators promised questions 


about Cox's investigation into the Nixon 
administration's handling of the ITT 
case and the dairy industry's contribut- 
ions to the Nixon reelection campaign. 


The start of the Senate hearing 


was delayed until afternoon because 
Capitol Police Sgt. A. W. Husted suf- 
fered a heart attack in the committee 
room. 


The room was cleared to allow doctors 


to treat Husted, described by fellow 
officers as being in too critical a condit- 
ion to be moved.

Israel shoots down 
3 Egyptian helicopters

Israel reported that its air and ground 


forces shot down three Egyptian 
helicopters over the southwest coast of 
the Sinai peninsula early today. 


Israel said the air battle did not in- 


terrupt the delivery of emergency 
supplies of food, water and medicine to 
Egyptian troops stranded on the Sinai 
side of the Suez Canal. 


Egyptian trucks with U.N. drivers 


were delivering the supplies for the 
Egyptian 3rd Army, an Israeli spokes- 
man said, and they were being loaded 
on Egyptian barges and boats that were 
carrying them to the troops trapped on 
the east bank. 


The spokesman said the supplies were 


being ferried from a part of the town of 
Suez, at the southern end of the canal, 
that is still controlled by the Egyptians. 


"It is going slowly because they do 


not have enough boats, we believe," the 
spokesman said. 


The International Red Cross Commit- 


tee in Geneva announced that Israel was 
refusing to let Red Cross trucks with 
medical supplies pass through its lines 
to the Egyptian 3rd Army as long as 
Egypt and" Syria refused to supply lists 


of the Israelis they captured in the war. 
But this deadlock apparently had no 
bearing on the other supply operations. 


The Israelis had hinted earlier that 


Egyptian violations of the cease-fire 
could endanger the U. N. supply convoys 
that on Sunday began moving to Egyp- 
tian troops and civilians trapped behind 
the Israeli lines. But the communique 
reporting the helicopter incident said 
nothing about suspending the convoys in 
retaliation. 


There was no immediate Arab com- 


ment on the incident. Since the shooting 
allegedly took place over Israeli-held 
territory, it was not known if the incident 
would affect the ceasefire. 


The Israeli command said its jet 


fighters were sent up to intercept the 
Egyptian helicopters over an Israeli 
position a few miles south of the Egyp- 
tian 3rd Army, which is encircled on the 
Sinai side of the Suez Canal. The com- 
munique said the planes hit two of the 
helicopters and antiaircraft gunners 
brought down a third. 


The Israelis did not say whether there 


were other helicopters that escaped or 
what they believed the purpose of the 
flight was. 


Snow blankets Georgia 


CHATSWORTH, Ga. (AP) - A 


surprise snowfall blanketed the Fort 
Mountain State Park area of north 
Georgia with five inches today. 


Traces of the unseasonal snowfall also 


fell along the Tennessee line 25 miles to 


the north, authorities said. The snow was 
limited to elevations of 2,500 feet or 
higher. 


"Lord-ee," said state patrolman 


Marvin Weaver, a native of the north 
Georgia area. "It's the first time I ever 
saw snow in October." 


On the west side of the canal on Sun- 


day, 100 Egyptian trucks with U.N. 
drivers began passing through the 
Israeli lines 60 miles from Cairo with 
food, water and medical supplies for the 
3rd Army and the thousands of Chilians 
trapped in Suez, the Egyptian town at 
the southern end of the canal. 


The first convoy of 10 trucks repor- 


tedly reached the canal by midnight, 
but a U.N. spokesman in Jerusalem 
said at 7 a.m. that he had no word that 
it had crossed to the Egyptian troops on 
the east side. 


Another convoy of 10 trucks pulled into 


Suez, where Israeli soldiers said there 
were 15,000 civilians. 


The Israelis said Sunday that Egyp- 


tian artillery had opened up on the first 
convoys, apparently by mistake. There 
were no casualties. 


Advance units of the U. N. 


peacekeeping force also arrived at Suez 
and Ismailia and began making arran- 
gements to bring in larger units to police 
the cease-fire. Of the 600 troops sent to 
Egypt temporarily from the U.N. 
peacekeeping force in Cyprus, the 200 
Finnish troops were to be based in Suez, 
the 200 Swedes at Ismailia, which is at 
the midpoint of the canal, and the 200 
Austrians will remain in Cairo as a 
reserve force, a U.N. spokesman there 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The govern- 


ment has begun searching for aged, 
blind and disabled Americans who may 
be eligible for newly federalized welfare 
payments beginning Jan. 1. 


Arthur E. Hess, deputy commissioner 


of the Social Security Commission, 
disclosed in an interview that his agency 
is surveying 400,000 persons in areas of 
large elderly and poor populations and 
another 88,000 in a nationwide sampling. 


If the nationwide survey is productive, 


he said, Social Security is prepared to 
contact another 1.6 million potential 
recipients of Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSI), the new name for the federal 
takeover of adult welfare cases. 


By phone and mail, district offices are 


explaining benefits and eligibility to the 
aged poor, and collecting preliminary 
information on each person's unearned 
income and assets. 


In the interview, Hess spoke cau- 


tiously of previous HEW estimates that 
about 3 million persons would be added 
to SSI rolls by next July 1, in addition to 
the 3.4 million now receiving welfare 
who will be converted automatically. 


"I'm not prepared to say publicly or 


privately yet that this is an overes- 
timate," Hess said. "But many of the 3 
million may not be in a hurry to come in, 
for one reason or another. 


"In a vear or so from now, when word 


gets around I think many of these non- 
participants gradually are going to warm 
up to the idea," he said. 


The new law guarantees a minimum 


monthly income of $130 for eligible in- 
dividuals and S195 for eligible couples, 
rising to S140 and S210 respectively in 
mid-1974. 


In general, yellow or "federal gold" 


SSI checks will be mailed monthly to 
elderly, blind and disabled persons who 
receive less than $150, or $215 for 
couples, from Social Security benefits, 
pensions, workman's compensation, 
black lung benefits or insurance annui- 
ties, and who have less than $1,500 or 
S2,250 in bank deposits, stocks or bonds. 


Eligibility is denied to those owning 


houses assessed at more than $25,000, or 
$35,000 in Alaska and Hawaii, or cars 
valued at more than $1,200 unless 
necessary in employment or for medical 
reasons. 


States are required to maintain each 


person's support at December 1973 
levels, or face the loss of federal 
matching funds for Medicaid. 


Before Congress amended the law to 


protect incomes of those now on welfare, 
total state-federal costs of the new 
program had been estimated at $4.8 
billion the first year. New cost estimates 
have not been completed.

Trade balance surplus 
based on food exports

WASHINGTON (AP) -The United 


States is headed for a huge 52 billion 
trade surplus with Communist nations 
this year, but it's nothing for American 
consumers to cheer about. 


The surplus, far exceeding original 


forecasts by the Nixon administration, is 
being built largely on agricultural ex- 
ports, mainly the massive wheat deal 
with the Soviet Union. 


That deal drained much-needed U.S. 


grain supplies and contributed heavily 
to the big upsurge in food prices this 
year., 


Ironically, the trade surplus with 


Communist nations is giving the dollar 
a boost, making it stronger than it might 
otherwise have been, U.S. officials said. 


"It certainly doesn't hurt," said 


William J. Casey, undersecretary of 
state for economic affairs. 


Trade with Communist nations is one 


big reason why the nation's trading ac- 
counts are expected to be in the black 
this year for the first time in three years. 


U.S. exports to Russia, mainland 


China and Communist European coun- 
tries will total from 52.5 billion to S2.9 


Network news power assailed by Nixon aide 


WASHINGTON (AP) -White House 


aide Patrick Buchanan said today that 
the broadcast networks have too much 
power in U.S. news reporting. 


"Every legal and constitutional means 


ought to be considered to break up that 
dominance, in order to spread it out so 
that you decentralize power in this 
area," Buchanan, a key speechwriter for 
president Nixon, said in a interview on 
the CBS-TV "Morning News." 


Calling for legislation to allow for 


more competition in major broadcast 
reporting, Buchanan added, "That 
would be my view, not that of the ad- 
ministration." 


Buchanan said journalists created a 


confrontation during Nixon's news 
conference Friday night. "The mood 


was like Sunday afternoon in the Tijuana 
bullring," he said. 


Asked for examples of how the Nixon 


administration objects to the tone of 
news reporting, Buchanan said that last 
December CBS newsman Walter 
Cronkite had reported claims by Radio 
Hanoi of "mass killings" in the U.S. 
bombing of Hanoi. 


"I think Mr. (Eric) Sevareid himself 


accused President Nixon of mass killing 
to end the killing," said Buchanan in a 
reference to the CBS news analyst. 


Subsequently, Buchanan said, "it was 


reported even from Hanoi 1,800 people 
died ... there were something like 1,200 
bombing raids, which works out to about 
one person per raid, which hardly jus- 
tifies Mr. Sevareid's allegation of mass 
killings. 


"A hundred thousand people died in 


the firestorms in Tokyo, 250,000 died in 
Dresden, 70,000 to" 80,000 died in 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki." 


Meanwhile, in another dispute 


between the White House and the news 
media, the administration objected to an 
article in the Newsweek magazine edit- 
ion appearing on the newsstands today. 


The article says federal and congres- 


sional investigators are looking into the 
possibility that Nixon may have 
manipulated some family owned 
property transactions to minimize the 
capital gains tax due. 


The White House called the article a 


"collection of rumors" and said it "is 
false and extremely irresponsible in its 
implications and in the way it was 
developed." 


The statement added: "Newsweek's 


decision to publish the story developed 
from anonymous sources instead of 
taking the time to establish its accuracy 
and to do so in the face of flat denials by 
the White House is symptomatic of the 
witchhunt atmosphere in which false 
information and harmful impressions 
about the President are being generated 
and broadly disseminated to the 
American people by major news 
media."

"Among other things, meat is disap- 


pearing from the breakfast table 
Sausage may reappear at dinner, but it 
is too expensive for breakfast every day. 

Women say 
they are buying smaller eggs and 
making pancakes or French toast Con- 
venience foods such as frozen waffles or 
toaster-ready foods are bypassed on 
market shelves because women know 
they cost more." she said

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Jean Lucey 


waved her arms and asked how anyone 
could possibly want to talk state politics 
with "all this going on." 


It was a beautiful fall afternoon with 


the sunlight slanting through the trees 
and into the living room of the gover- 
nor's private home, a few blocks from 
the executive mansion. But, Mrs. Pat- 
rick Lucey, who said she chose to spend 
a lot of time in the privacy of her own 
home, had more than weather on her 
mind. 


She was agitated by news reports of 


President Nixon's latest actions in the 
Watergate scandal and wanted to dis- 
cuss them. She proceeded with con- 
siderable expertise, dissecting the Nixon 
moves and fining them into her theory of 
what it all meant.

Going back almost to the beginning of 


the Watergate affair, she said, "Martha 
Mitchell called the shots but no one took 
her seriously. It was so easy for everyone 
to say she was kooky. But when" she 
forced him (John Mitchell) out, I knew 
there was something rotten in Den- 
mark." 


Mrs. Lucey, in her mid 30s, has a 


background of over 30 years in close 
proximity to politics. Of Greek heritage, 
she is originally from Milwaukee and 
spent some time in the service as a 
WAVE. After school at the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, she went to work 
for Congressman Andrew Biemiller. She 
and Pat met while she was on 
Biemiller's stafff. When they were 
married in 1951, Pat had already served 
as a state legislator and had run un- 
successfully for Congress. 


But, she said, recent developments in 


the Watergate matter are like nothing 
she has ever seen.

Lucey has long been active in

I am happier now than I have been in all 
my life on all levels. It is new growth. As 
a small child I didn't know how to en joy- 
life. We all imagine it is just there to 
enjoy if you want. But the capacity to 
accept pleasure or enjoy oneself is not 
something that is natural to everybody." 


He has become ''less hard" on himself 


and doesn't brood anymore when he isn't 
satisfied with something he has done. He 
just says, "I'll do better tomorrow." 


Even the current movie, the first since 


his Academy award, was "a strange 
coincidence with psychic implications," 
he has decided. He had been reading 
scripts with uncertainty for some time, 
but — whammo — when he read "The 
Man on the Swing" which gets involved 
in the psychic —a clairvoyant who works 
with police to help solve a murder —he 
said to his wife, "This is going to happen, 
I am going to do this." He felt it was a 
natural for him. 


People could feel impulses more —he 


often anticipates the phone ringing —if 
we weren't such a distracted society, 
running and going all the time, he ob- 
served. Most people are afraid to slow 
down, maybe they fear being overtaken 
by something too frightening...an emp- 
tiness, he remarked. 


Grey always packs photographs of his 


family to put on hotel bureaus when he 
travels on his concert tours. And the 
house here is no different even though 
the family is with him. The fireplace 
mantel is decorated with a great many 
pictures of his wife Jo, Jenny, 13, and 
Jimmy, 8. It makes a homier at- 
mosphere in a rented house, he insists. 
Both children had bit parts in the movie. 


"I am still too serious about some 


things. 1 am very family oriented and I 
get blue when I am away from them, 
especially now when they must be in 
schools and can only visit me oc- 
casionally. But I don't stay away longer 
than three weeks because I don't want to 
say in later years, "if I had only been 
therewith them when..."

Working with glue can be a 


messy proposition for boys and 
girls who have not acquired 
much experience

More often than not, the 
junior gluer winds up with glue

For example, when gluing a

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Mixed reactions to Easf, West open campuses

The high school open campus —a relatively new concept 


designed to free teachers from some nonteaching duties 
and free students from staying on school grounds when not 
in class — apparently is becoming more popular with 
students and parents, but less popular in its present form 
with teachers, a recent survey by the public school 
administration has indicated. 


The students have always liked it, according to the 


annual surveys started in the spring of 1971, and they are 
becoming strong advocates of it. Last spring's survey 
indicated that 87 per cent at Vest High and 85 at East 
High strongly agree it is desirable. 


Meanwhile, parents, apparently unfamiliar with the 


concept and cautious about accepting it, have come out 
strongly for it this year — 84 per cent at East and 79 at 
West. Two years ago, the percentages of parents favoring 


it were about 58 at East and 47.5 at West. 


The West High teachers have shown a steady increase in 
acceptance, rising from 38 per cent in 1971 to 51 per cent 
last spring. But at East, the 76 per cent acceptance in 1971 
dropped to 54 per cent a year ago and to 40 per cent last 
spring, with 56 per cent opposing it. 


Administrators have no explanation for the change, 


probably the major one in a rather extensive random 
sampling of parents, students and teachers on their 
attitudes about many aspects of the school system, 
including academic offerings and classroom conditions. 
The open campus attitudes are being explored in more 
detail in a study being conducted by fifth year statistics 
class students at both high schools, and this report is 
expected to be completed early next year. 


Stanley Ore, East High principal, said he had no sta- 


tistical information to evaluate the random sampling 
results, but he said that since East has had open campus 


one more year, starting its fourth, the teachers may be 
seeing the negative effects as well as positive. He also 
questioned the validity of the survey, suggesting that a 
survey of ail teachers in East High may bring a different 
result. 
Surveys were sent to about half the teachers at each high 


school with 98 per cent (41 of 42) of those at East High 
responding and 83 per cent (35 of 42) responding at West 
High. Of the 100 sophomores and juniors sun-eyed at each 
high school, 95 per cent responded at East and 86 per cent 
at West. 
The parents' response was considerably lower and has 


declined during the past three survey periods, according to 
James WestphaJ. director of academic services. Only 
about one-third of the 100 sun-eyed last spring in each 
school responded. 


He emphasized that the sun-eys were an attempt by the 


schools to learn what the expectations were for the public 


school system and that he hoped the response would be 
stronger in the future. 


The open campus concept was instituted in the high 


schools formally in the fall of 1970, although East High 
informally implemented a program a year earlier. Under 
the concept, students are free to go to the library, study 
areas, commons, home, job or anyplace else when not in 
class, tending to free teachers from study hall monitoring 
duties and allowing them and students more time to get 
together for outside help, perhaps in a laboratory. 


The concept, in part, is aimed at giving students the 


opportunity to be more responsible instead of being forced 
into a regimented system of study periods. 


Parents must sign a slip authorizing their children to 


participate in open campus. About 90 per cent of East 
students and 97 per cent of West students are in open

The survey, based on nationally ac- 


cepted random sampling methods, 
showed that most students believed that 
their high school provided average or 
good educational opportunities (very 
good being the highest rating) to 
prepare them for college or a job. 


However, about a fifth of the students 


surveyed (100 sophomores and juniors 
at each school) felt that the opportun- 
ties were inferior or very inferior. 


The survey showed that nearly three- 


quarters of the parents surveyed were 
satisfied the schools were doing an 
adequate job in educating 
their 


children. Only about a third of the 100 
parents per high school responded to 
the questionnaire last spring, far below 
the desired 50 to 60 per cent- 


Teachers 
weren't 
questioned 


specifically on the job being done, but 
they were asked about morale, working 
conditions and teacher involvement in 
curriculum and policy decision making. 
They generally reacted positively, but 
suggested they could use 
more 


preparation time. 


Compared with past surveys in the 


springs of 1972 and 1971, more teachers 
indicated they had up-to-date resource 
materials and that working conditions 
were more desirable. Most said teacher- 
morale was generally high. 


The survey is being conducted 


through the administration, and more 
specifically by James Westphal, direc- 
tor of academic services, and Ellie 
Eggener, an administrative consultant. 
They said the survey had been conduct- 
ed only the past three springs, and so 
trends were difficult to assess yet, but 
in three or four more years, they ex- 
pected to find some clear trends that 
would be helpful in improving the sys- 
tem. 


There are some trends that already 


are appearing, including the general 
acceptance of the job being done by 
parents and students in particular. 


"It almost borders on surprise with 


me," Westphal said, "because we're in 
an age of criticism of schools, especially 
high schools." 


Miss Eggener also noted that the 


subjective portion of the survey 
represents perceptions people have of 
the system, and therefore are opinions 
and not necessarily concrete data on the 
system. A part of the survey was testing 
of students in math, science, social 
studies and English. 


Westphal said the results showed 


some changes which might raise ques- 
tions, but he said these changes are 
being dealt with on a building by build- 
ing basis where, for example, one class 
may have scored higher or lower than 
the one a year ago. 


Miss Eggener said the administration 


was conducting similar surveys on the 
elementary level and would have a 
report soon, and was preparing for a 
similar survey at the junior high level. 
The questions were prepared by com- 
mittees of administrators, students, 
teachers and guidance counselors. 


She said the national polling firm 


headed by George Gallup had been 
contacted and was allowing the schools 
to use its surveying method to find out 
how the residents of the district who 
aren't parents feel about the schools. 
Only about 25 per cent of the adults in 
the district have children in public 
schools. 


Westphal said the effort was to be 


more responsive to the people involved 
with and paying for the public schools. 
He said he hoped those surveyed, 
including parents who have slipped in 
their participation, would continue to 
participate 


Among the indications from the sur- 


vey of last spring were that students 
think some homework is unnecessary or 
busywork; guidance counseling at the 
high school level is helpful, but less 
than adequate at the junior high level; 
they have adequate opportunity to par- 
ticipate in curriculum determinations, 
and they can get the courses they 
desire. 


Indications are that teachers would 


like more preparation time, including 
time to plan with other teachers; feel 
that sometimes routine duties interfere 
with teaching, and that they have op- 
portunity to experiment in class.

Religion instruction release 
time poses many problems 


Religion instruction release time, 


long-awaited by some denominations, 
will probably be realized in the near 
future, but it is beginning to look like 
a mixed blessing. 


AH that it will take now is the sig- 


nature of the governor to make it legal, 
and it is therefore at a point where 
administrators and church officials 
will have to start making plans. 


In a spot-check with a couple of ad- 


ministrators, it appears as if there will 
be more problems to overcome than 
had originally been anticipated. 


Both the Senate and the Assembly 


voted to make it mandatory to release 
students during school hours for 
religious instruction. 


Both passed the bill with the 


knowledge that the voters (though by a 
slim margin) were in favor of the 
action. A state referendum in April, 
1972, passed by less than 10,000 votes. 


The bill puts the responsibility for 


enforcement of the amendment upon 
the parents and religious instructors. 
Students may be released for 60-180 
minutes 
per 
week 
and 
must 


receive the instruction off the school 
premises. 


Those who wish to be released must 


have written permission from a parent 
or guardian. The supervisor of the 
religious instruction must report 
monthly to the school principal the 
names of the students who attend. 


The only jurisdiction left the local 


school board is that of denying release 
privileges to those who fail to report to 
religious instruction. The school is not 
responsible for the transportation and 
not liable for the released student. 


Most of the heavily-Catholic areas of 


the Fox River Valley supported the 
release-time vote. 


Yet, it will not be easy to implement 


in the Valley, for there are quite a few 
rural areas where religious intruction 
classes will not be readily available. 


"There will be spots where the 


children will have to be transported 
quite a distance, because the public 
school is in one spot and the church in 
another," explained the Rev. Mark 
Schommer, superintendent of Catholic 
education in the diocese. 


He was stating just one of the 


problems which he will encounter. "It 
won't be easy to administer." he stated 
He has suggested to the state Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction that if and 
when the bill is signed by Gov. Patrick 
Lucey, a committee be formed to work 
out some feasible solutions. 


Administrators from parochial sys- 


tems and the DPI should be on the 
committee, he added. 


Another problem which he envisions 


will be the times when the children 
will be released. Schommer feels that 
if it is to function, release times will 
have to be staggered. "We just won't 
have the staff to take care of everyone 
at the same time. There are many- 
areas in a number of communities 
where the majority of public school 
children are Catholic, so we just can't 
accommodate them all at the same 
time,," he aaid. 


He also stated that it would cause a 


problem for the public schools as well 
ii everyone was pulled out at the same 
time. 


However, the story also has another 


side to it, and it is told by the public 
school officials. 


The feeling of Appleton Public 


School Administrator Orlyn Zieman 
was that staggered 
release time 


schedules "might cause chaotic situa- 


tions because we won't know where the 
children are unless it is worked out to 
the last degree," Zieman said. 


Not only will there be a problem of 


keeping track of the students, checking 
and cross-checking where they will be, 
determining whether they've been 
there, but also deciding on what to do 
if they are not where they are supposed 
to be. "We simply don't know what 
avenues we will have in making 
decisions in that area," he said. 


A primary concern of the school ad- 


ministrators is the amount of time the 
children will lose in a classroom. 


"We are continuously chiseling into 


their time. We are taking away with 
the parent-teacher conferences, the 
state conventions, the holidavs. Now 
this. 


"And there is another problem — 


scheduling classes. If we took out half 
or more than half of the kids from a 
course or a classroom, is it right to run 
it for only a half, or will we have to 
run that one again for those who 
missed it?" he wondered. 


It is because ot these anticipated 


situations, unanswered questions and a 
lack of what the true amendment will 
state that the public school adminis- 
trators look at it with trepidation. 


In almost all cases, many boards will 


have to come into play, will have to be 
consulted and will have to take action. 


As an example, the Fox Valley 


Lutheran High School Federation 
board will need to look at what they 
will do with any requests they may get. 


"We have not had any to date," said

was made during a meeting of the five 
men this morning, according to their 
attorney, Robert Swain. 


Outagamie County Sheriff Calvin 


Spice's problems in getting county 
police to volunteer for temporary, 
emergency duty in Kimberly starting 
Wednesday was a major factor in the 
men's decision to stay on the job pend- 
ing their hearing, Swain explained. 


The men acted "...in the interest of 


efficient police protection for Kim- 
berly," Swain said. "They felt they 
should stay on the job so the village has 
no reduction in police coverage." 


If the police and fire commission 


rules against the men after the Nov. 6 
formal hearing or if Donald Schmeck is 
retained as police chief, the men intend 
to resign, Swain commented. 


Today's action, he said, simply 


amounted to a one week delay in carry- 
ing out the resignations. 


It was the second delay. The Nov. 6 


hearing had originally been set for 
Tuesday night, but was postponed when 
it was found that state law provided that 
Schmeck was entitled to receive his 
men's 
written 
complaints 
and 


grievances no fewer than 10 days before 
the hearing. 


Schmeck, who has retained a Madison 


attorney, refused to wave the 10-day 
requirement. He has said he will not 
quit, as demanded by the five men, and 
if he is fired he will appeal to the courts, 
courts. 


The policemen had delayed their 


resignation plans pending the hearing 
as originally scheduled. When it was 
postponed to Nov. 6, they charged that 


the delay was just a stall and they then 
decided to carry out their resignations 
which would leave the village with only 
one policeman, Schmeck.

Preliminary planning for a new 


Appleton police station is moving 
ahead, under the careful guidance of 
Mayor James Sutherland and archi- 
tects. An initial design program should 
be ready "very soon," according to a 
representative from the architectural 
firm. 


Meanwhile, Sutherland has placed 


591,800 in his proposed executive budget 
for 1974 to complete the purchase of 
land necessary for the station. Actual 
acquisition of the four parcels of 
property bounded bv Seventh Street 
Court, and Eighth, Walnut and Elm 
streets should be finished by year's end. 


Sutherland's budget did not include 


money for construction of the new 
facility, although he pointed out in a 
preface to the spending package that 
bonding is contemplated in 1974. 


The Milwaukee-based architectural 


firm of Schutte-Mochon, Inc., has been 
working with Sutherland and his facility 
planning committee since the council 


authorized the preparation of plans 
back in August. The council authoriza- 
tion set a citizen's committee estimate 
of between S1.2 and SI.3 million and 
38,000 square feet of space as maximum 
limits for the design. 


"We're getting kind of concerned 


about the time thing," said the mayor 
today, after explaining that the archi- 
tects 
had 
already 
submitted 


preliminary information to the local 
committee and a federal Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration 
consultant for review. 


That consultant, Bruce Johnson of the 


National Clearinghouse for Criminal 
Planning and Architecture who works 
out of the University of Ilhno:s campus 
in Champaign, has reviewed those ini- 
tial proposals and made some recom- 
mendations. 


"I hope it's a matter of weeks before 


we submit something," said Clint 
Mochon, a partner in the architectural 
firm and one of three architects 
working on the Appleton project. 


Neither Mochon nor the mavor could 


'ay out a timetable, however. Mochon 
said the design of the program -^which 
is the overall plan on which final design 
drawings will be based —has proceeded 
cautiously because of the mayor's in- 
tention to be "extremely thorough" in 
investigating all alternatives. 


Sutherland said he wants the planning 


to proceed as fast as possible, however, 
to avoid escalating construction costs 
that will come from any delav. 


Mochon said that he will be meeting

Mochon said that the firm has not

seemed remote to Coach Dan Devine,. 
quiet and pensive as he began his 
post-game analysis in a crowded 
corner of the Packers' subdued dress- 
ing room. 


"We didn't play very well, and De- 


troit played extremely well," said 
Devine, who is faced with picking up 
the

as 
well 
as 
the 


psychological pieces this week in- 
priming for the Bears, following in- 
juries to starting quarterback Jim Del 
Gazio and offensive tackle Bill Hayhoe. 


"The Lions played extremely well in 


all facets of the game. Why we didn't," 
Devine said, looking unhappily down at 
the floor, "I don't know at this point." 


That he was being charitable to his 


athletes was underscored by the sta- 
tistics, which delineated just how 
roundly they had been outplayed by the 
Lions, victims of the also-ran New 
Orleans Saints and Baltimore Colts in 
their two previous ventures. 


For the second week in a row, the 


Packers emerged with a mere 63 net 
yards, their production on this oc- 
casion including just three yards 
passing, as they ventured past midfield 
just once under their own locomotion. 


Their only other visit to Detroit 


territory, spawned by Fred Carr's 
recovery of third quarter fumble, was 
similarly unproductive, resulting in a 
45-yard field goal attempt by Chester 
Marcol that veered to the left of the 
uprights. 


Over the route, the Packers also 


managed only seven first downs, four 
of which had come by penalty. 


And, they closed out the dreary af- 


ternoon with an O-for-12 record on third 
down efficiency in suffering their first 
shutout in 26 games. The last, a 3-0 
loss to the Vikings, had come on Nov. 
21, 1971. 


To compound the ignominy, the 


usually reliable defense, always the 
Packers' trump card in time of crisis, 
had faltered for the first time. 


Frisked for 263 yards rushing by the 


Lions, who ran Green Bay's left flank 
with spectacular ease all afternoon, it 
had magnanimously permitted the 
Lions' Altie Taylor to exit with the best 
day of his pro career, 160 yards in 23 
attempts. 


These, in brief, are the facts of the

us. And that's the first time this 
season it has happened to our defense. 


"I'm sure we missed Willie (left 


cornerback Willie Buchanon, out with 
a broken teg). But one man can't mean 
THAT much. After all, they lost Mike 
Luccie for this game and their starting 
quarterback, Greg Landry, during the 
game. You can't lay it all on one 
man." 


The Lions, who averaged a plush 4.6 


yards per rush, admitted they had 
planned to probe that weakened area 
early and often. 


"Greg Laudry had talked to Steve 


Owens and me during the week and 
just before the game about the plays 
he thought were likely to work/' 
Taylor reported. "He thought the two 
sweeps to the right would go — one 
with the left guard pulling and the 
other with the right guard pulling. 
Once we found out how well they were 
working, we concentrated on them." 


"What helped me especially was the 


blocking of Steve on the linebacker

The day's pathetic Packer perfor-

How well he succeeded was mirrorred

"We played with a lot of emotion 


today," Munson confided. "I could feel 
it from the opening kickoff.

about male baldness? If a young man is 
losing hair, would getting treatments, 
plus using a certain shampoo and lotion 
from a scalp specialist who is quite 
expensive, help to prevent loss of hair, 
as he claims it will? —Mrs. E.W. 


There are some other questions I 


would like to ask before trying to give 
any sort of usefu! answer to your 
inquiry —so I'll ask the questions and 
you then may be able to find ihe 
answers yourself. 


You call it "ma'e ba'dness." If you 


mean "male pattern baldness," that's 
one thing. If it is baldness because of 
some disease of the scalp, that's quite 
another. 


You mention treatments from a 


"scalp specialist," but that also is open 
to quite different interpretations. Is this 
specialist a medical doctor? That is, a 
dermatologist or skin specialist? Or is 
he somebody who claims to be a "scalp 
specialist" but is not a physician? 


I suspect the latter —because a doctor 


would be reluctant zo promise that he 
could save anvone's hair. Doctors 


promise the best treatment they can 
provide, but promising cures is 
something else. 


My advice is to have the young man 


go to a dermatologist —a physician, that 
is —and find out whether some disease 
of the scalp is causing the loss of hair, 
or whether it is "male pattern bald- 
ness," which is not a disease, and can- 
not be prevented. 


Baldness is such a common affliction 


that a considerable number of self 
styled specialists keep profitably busy 
ottering treatments and promises. 
Some of them have proved to be ethical 
people who are willing to tell some 
prospective clients that little, if 
anything, can be done for them. Others 
are very free with their promises, 
treatments, shampoos and lotions, but 
you have no recourse if they don't make 
good on their promises. 


So I repeat: In a case like this, get a 


dermatologist's professional diagnosis, 
and go from there. 


If he finds some scalp disease, he can 


prescribe suitable treatment. If he says 
it is "male pattern baldness," then stop

Fire ot Rice Lake kills 
woman, five children 


RICE LAKE, Wis. (AP) - Fire of 


undetermined cause and believed to 
have started near a first floor sofa des- 
troyed a two-story duplex Sunday and 
killed six persons, including a woman 
and all four of her children. 


Dead were Mrs. Ellen Fisher, 29; her 


children Nicole, 4, Amy, 2, Tamra, 5, and 
Coreen, 6 months, and a cousin to the 
children, Jean Pitlik, about 5. She was 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Pitlik, Rice Lake, and was spending the 
night with the Fishers. 


Mrs. Fisher's husband, Timothy, 29, 


was rescued by the Rice Lake'Fire 
Department and hospitalized in serious 
condition, suffering from smoke 
inhalation and first and second degree 
burns to about 10 per cent of his body- 


Authorities said Mrs. Fisher and the 


five children apparently died of smoke 
asphyxiation. 


Fire Dept. Lt. WUlard Haynie said Mr. 


and Mrs. Michael Gruenhagen, upstairs 
tenants in the two-flat building, dis- 
covered the blaze about 2:20 a.m. 


Haynie said the Gruenhagens 


managed to escape the frame building 
and notify authorities after futilely try- 
ing to enter the downstairs unit. When 
firefighters arrived, Haynie said, the 
downstairs living room was aflame and 
the rest of the building filled with smoke. 


Two of the bodies were found in an 


upstairs bedroom which the Fishers 
used. The rest were found downstairs. 


Firemen and volunteers wept as they 


carried the bodies from the building. 
Haynie said it was the most tragic fire in 
Rice Lake history.

Israel shoots down 
3 Egyptian helicopters 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Israel reported that its air and ground 


forces shot down three Egyptian 
helicopters over the southwest coast of 
the Sinai peninsula early today. 


Israel said the air battle did not in- 


terrupt the delivery of emergency 
supplies of food, water and medicine to 
Egyptian troops stranded on the Sinai 
side of the Suez Canal. 


Egyptian trucks with U.N. drivers 


were delivering the supplies for the 
Egyptian 3rd Army, an Israeli spokes- 
man said, and they were being loaded 
on Egyptian barges and boats that were 
carrying them to the troops trapped on 
the east bank. 


The spokesman said the supplies were 


being ferried from a part of the town of 
Suez, at the southern end of the canal, 
that is still controlled by the Egyptians. 


"It is going slowly because they do 


not have enough boats, we believe," the 
spokesman said. 


The International Red Cross Commit- 


tee in Geneva announced that Israel was 
refusing to let Red Cross trucks with 
medical supplies pass through its lines 
to the Egyptian 3rd Army as long as 
Egypt and Syria refused to supply lists 


of the Israelis they captured in the war. 
But this deadlock apparently had no 
bearing on the other supply operations. 


The Israelis had hinted earlier that 


Egyptian violations of the cease-fire 
could endanger the U. N. supply convoys 
that on Sunday began moving to Egyp- 
tian troops and civilians trapped behind 
the Israeli lines. But the communique 
reporting the helicopter incident said 
nothing about suspending the convoys in 
retaliation. 


There was no immediate Arab com- 


ment on the incident. Since the shooting 
allegedly took place over Israeli-held 
territory, it was not known if the incident 
would affect the ceasefire. 


The Israeli command said its jet 


fighters were sent up to intercept the 
Egyptian helicopters over an Israeli 
position a few miles south of the Egyp- 
tian 3rd Army, which is encircled on the 
Sinai side of the Suez Canal. The com- 
munique said the planes hit two of the 
helicopters and antiaircraft gunners 
brought down a third. 


The Israelis did not say whether there 


were other helicopters that escaped or 
what they believed the purpose of the 
flight was. 


Snow blankets Georgia

surprise snowfall blanketed the Fort 
Mountain State Park area of north 
Georgia with five inches today.

peacekeeping force also arrived at Suez 
and Ismailia and began making arran- 
gements to bring in larger units to police 
the cease-fire. Of the 600 troops sent to 
Egypt temporarily from the U.N. 
peacekeeping force in Cyprus, the 200 
Finnish troops were to be based in Suez, 
the 200 Swedes at Ismailia, which is at 
the midpoint of the canal, and the 200 
Austrians will remain in Cairo as a 
reserve force, a U.N. spokesman there 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The govern- 


ment has begun searching for aged, 
blind and disabled Americans who may 
be eligible for newly federalized welfare 
payments beginning Jan. 1. 


Arthur E. Hess, deputy commissioner 


of the Social Security Commission, 
disclosed in an interview that his agency 
is surveying 400,000 persons in areas of 
large elderly and poor populations and 
another 88,000 in a nationwide sampling. 


If the nationwide survey is productive, 


he said, Social Security is prepared to 
contact another 1.6 million potential 
recipients of Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSI), the new name for the federal 
takeover of adult welfare cases. 


By phone and mail, district offices are 


explaining benefits and eligibility to the 
aged poor, and collecting preliminary 
information on each person's unearned 
income and assets. 


In the interview, Hess spoke cau- 


tiously of previous HEW estimates that 
about 3 million persons would be added 
to SSI rolls by next July 1, in addition to 
the 3.4 million now receiving welfare 
who will be converted automatically. 


"I'm not prepared to say publicly or 


privately yet that this is an overes- 
timate," Hess said. "But many of the 3 
million may not be in a hurry to come in, 
for one reason or another. 


"In a year or so from now, when word 


gets around I think many of these non- 
participants gradually are going to warm 
up to the idea," he said. 


The new law guarantees a minimum 


monthly income of $130 for eligible in- 
dividuals and $195 for eligible couples, 
rising to $140 and $210 respectively in 
mid-1974. 


In general, yellow or "federal gold" 


SSI checks will be mailed monthly to 
elderly, blind and disabled persons who 
receive less than $150, or $215 for 
couples, from Social Security benefits, 
pensions, workman's compensation, 
black lung benefits or insurance annui- 
ties, and who have less than $1,500 or 
S2,250 in bank deposits, stocks or bonds. 


Eligibility is denied to those owning 


houses assessed at more than $25,000, or 
$35,000 in Alaska and Hawaii, or cars 
valued at more than $1,200 unless 
necessary in employment or for medical 
reasons. 


States are required to maintain each 


person's support at December 1973 
levels, or face the loss of federal 
matching funds for Medicaid. 


Before Congress amended the law to 


protect incomes of those now on welfare, 
total state-federal costs of the new 
program had been estimated at $4.8 
billion the first year. New cost estimates 
have not been completed.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The United 


States is headed for a huge S2 billion 
trade surplus with Communist nations 
this year, but it's nothing for American 
consumers to cheer about. 


The surplus, far exceeding original 


forecasts by the Nixon administration, is 
being built largely on agricultural ex- 
ports, mainly the massive wheat deal 
with the Soviet Union. 


That deal drained much-needed U.S. 


grain supplies and contributed heavily 
to the big upsurge in food prices this 
year., 


Ironically, the trade surplus with 


Communist nations is giving the dollar 
a boost, making it stronger than it might 
otherwise have been, U.S. officials said. 


"It certainly doesn't hurt," said 


William J. Casey, undersecretary of 
state for economic affairs- 


Trade with Communist nations is one 


big reason why the nation's trading ac- 
counts are expected to be in the black 
this year for the first time in three years.

Network news power assailed by Nixon aide 


WASHINGTON (AP) -White House 


aide Patrick Buchanan said today that 
the broadcast networks have too much 
power in U.S. news reporting. 


"Every legal and constitutional means 


ought to be considered to break up that 
dominance, in order to spread it out so 
that you decentralize power in this 
area," Buchanan, a key speechwriter for 
president Nixon, said in a interview on 
the CBS-TV "Morning News." 


Calling for legislation to allow for 


more competition in major broadcast 
reporting, Buchanan added, "That 
would be my view, not that of the ad- 
ministration." 


Buchanan said journalists created a 


confrontation during Nixon's news 
conference Friday night. "The mood 
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was like Sunday afternoon in the Tijuana 
bullring," he said- 


Asked for examples of how the Nixon 


administration objects to the tone of 
news reporting, Buchanan said that last 
December CBS newsman Walter 
Cronkite had reported claims by Radio 
Hanoi of "mass killings" in the U.S. 
bombing of Hanoi. 


"I think Mr. (Eric) Sevareid himself 


accused President Nixon of mass killing 
to end the killing," said Buchanan in a 
reference to the CBS news analyst. 


Subsequently, Buchanan said, "it was 


reported even from Hanoi 1,800 people 
died ... there were something like 1,200 
bombing raids, which works out to about 
one person per raid, which hardly jus- 
tifies Mr. Sevareid's allegation of mass 
killings. 


"A hundred thousand people died in 


the firestorms in Tokyo, 250,000 died in 
Dresden, 70,000 to 80,000 died in 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki." 


Meanwhile, in another dispute 


between the White House and the news 
media, the administration objected to an 
article in the Newsweek magazine edit- 
ion appearing on the newsstands today. 


The article says federal and congres- 


sional investigators are looking into the 
possibility that Nixon may have 
manipulated some family owned 
property transactions to minimize the 
capital gains tax due. 


The White House called the article a 


"collection of rumors" and said it "is 
false and extremely irresponsible in its 
implications and in the way it was 
developed." 


The statement added: "Xewsweek's 


decision to publish the story developed 
from anonymous sources instead of 
taking the time to establish its accuracy 
and to do so in the face of flat denials by 
the White House is symptomatic of the 
witchhunt atmosphere in which false 
information and harmful impressions 
about the President are being generated 
and broadly disseminated to the 
American people by major news 
media." 


Newsweek's editor and chairman of 


the board, Osborn Elliott, responded 
that the magazine had developed the 
story from "highly reliable government 
sources, gave the White House the op- 
portunity to respond to the allegations — 
and, in fact, printed the White House 
response to each and every allegation."

Alert remains in effect

Subsidy increase helps 
area libraries' finances 


WAUPACA — Residents of the rural 


areas in Waupaca County can go into 
the public libraries nearest their homes 
next year knowing that they are paying 
a fairer share of the cost of that library 
through an increased county subsidy. 


Early last winter the Waupaca County 


Board established a Waupaca County 
Library Planning 
Committee and 


launched a comprehensive study of the 
nine public libraries in the county to see 
how many rural residents were using 
public library services. 


The study showed that service to rural 


residents had tripled since 1956, when 
the county voted to make an annual 
appropriation of $1,687, or $187.50 to 
each of the nine libraries. 


It was determined that the public 


libraries have a combined annual bud- 
get for 1974 of $96,827 and the percen- 
tage of rural patrons using each of the 
libraries ranged from 12 to 53 per cent. 
This service would require 31.5 per cent 
or $24,798 of their total budgets. 


In view of this, the Waupaca County 


Board placed $12,399 in its . -974 budget 
to subsidize the cost. 


If the 1974 budget is approved follow- 


ing the public hearing on Nov. 13, this 
means that county libraries will receive 
the following apportionments based on 
rural users, they, serve:

WASHINGTON (AP) -Rep. Mark 


Andrews, R-N.D., said today consumers 
should not gripe about high food prices 
because farmers have "substantially 
subsidized" them for 40 years.

bargain" in the world, he said. 


Andrew's remarks were in a speech

"I have called this period of American

Feminism comes of age 


The Reverend Theodore Hesburgh, president of Notre 


Dame and former chairman of the Civil Rights Commission, 
has been a strong and outspoken leader against racial 
discrimination. In fact he lost his government position when 
Richard Nixon became president. 


But Father Hesburgh may be a bit astigmatic when he 


suggests that the women's liberation movement is not as 
important as that seeking to offer equal opportunities to 
those of all races in this country. He may be misled by his 
own church's current ambivalence on the matter in which 
the substance is largely there but the official ack- 
nowledgement must await" another generation. The indica- 
tions are increasing that women's lib has indeed shown the 
way to a new drive for men's liberation. 


This is not a retrenchment, a seeking to reaffirm 


dominance, even an attempt to spell out male and female 
roles so that insecure men will once more feel safe. It is 
some indication that men are rebelling against the male 
stereotype which women's acceptance of an inferior and 
subservient role has tended to perpetuate- 


Some men are noting their vulnerability to heart attacks 


and ulcers and the longevity statistics. Others are con- 
cerned about the rate of divorce in this country, one 
indication of unhappy marriages. They are wondering 
whether the insistence that the male must hide tender 
feelings, show aggression in every field including sex 
contributes to all. If there is something inherent in the male 
and female different emotional attitudes as there is in their 
muscular abilities perhaps they do not need to be 
emphasized so much. 


Father Hesburgh has noted that black women are even 


more subject to discrimination than black men. But the 
changes that are coming about may be amazingly extensive. 


Baby doctor Benjamin Spock is re-writing his manuals to 


delete as far as possible references to a baby as "he." Girls' 
sports now share school enthusiasms and some sports pages 
with boys' and may help to return adolescent athletic events 
back where they belong, to the participants. The "can you 
type?" or "does she cook?" questions may disappear. Ms. 
has come to be an increasingly popular form of address. 
More and more women work outside the home. Contracep- 
tion has made a great difference. It is occurring to men and 
women alike that the ardent feminist today is not one who 
has failed as a woman at all. She can type, cook and bear 
children with her most subservient sisters. Even the split- 
ting of the movement is an indication of its maturity and 
growing acceptance. The reaction has also reached a new 
level of scholarly treatises instead of snide remarks to prove 
why real equality is impossible or won't work. 


It may be that, as Father Hesburgh said, the racial and 


sex discrimination movements are not identical nor should 
the discriminations be confused. But we are inclined to 
believe that a female civil rights advocate would take a 
different view. 


Upheaval in Thailand 


It will be interesting to note, as some information 


becomes available, just how much United States influence 
was responsible for the upheaval in Thailand last week. 


Americans were not directly responsible, certainly. They 


did not encourage the violence that resulted in the resigna- 
tion of strong-man Thanon Kittakachorn as premier. Even 
the example of demonstrations on American campuses a 
few years ago probably did not have any delayed effect 
impact upon the Thais. 


But as long ago as 1967 when the Wisconsin Trade Mission 


visited several countries in the Far East, there were 
rumblings of impending revolt against the military dicta- 
torship that was condoned or at least accepted by Thailand's 
largely symbolic monarchy. The entire United States 
involvement in the affairs of Southeast Asia has influenced 
the Thais, once an almost belligerently independent people. 


During World War II, Thailand came in on the side of the 


Japanese, largely to prevent the destruction that happened 
to Indochina rather than from any political or ideological 
allegiance. But after the French were routed from Vietnam, 
the Thais apparently became convinced of the dangers of 
extensive Communist or Chinese domination of Southeast 
Asia. Their government sought and received —or perhaps 
was offered and accepted — extensive American military 
and economic aid. When one regime fell with charges of 
widespread corruption, another in the same mold took over. 
The Thais, a polite and obedient people, did not object, 
primarily because they were economically healthy. 


But many began to resent the American invasion of their 


culture since Bangkok became a rest and recreation haven 
for the American military. They could not overlook the 
obvious contempt of the average American G.I. for things 
Asian. Some Thais, particularly the young and idealistic, 
came to believe that the loss of their culture was too big a 
price to pay for chewing gum, thriving brothels and all sorts 
of American military hardware. Changes might well have 
come in any event but the Americans became a convenient 
scapegoat. There was also some serious concern that the tie 
to the United States, now leaving Southeast Asia, put 
Thailand in a vulnerable position with its neighbors. 


In the future Thailand is likely to make accommodation 


with those neighbors, the shaky coalition government in 
Laos, a socialist one in Burma and the undecisive situation 
in Saigon.

Assembly recognizes waste problem 


MADISON —The 1973 legislature is likely to 


be remembered as having received more sig- 
nificant and novel propositions for state 
government initiatives than any predecessor in 
a couple of generations. 


It may be months before the record is 


completed with respect to actual decisions 
carving out new paths of state action. But 
anyone who has noted the variety of major 
policy issues pending tends to be impressed by 
their number and potential impact. 


The broad scope of the agenda, indeed, has 


had the effect of obscuring some novel and 
amibitious planning proposals that standing 
alone would be regarded as of landmark im- 
portance. One of them is the blueprint for a 
state-sponsored solid waste management 
program with emphasis upon a series of 
regional recycling centers that breezed through 
the Assembly the other day with only casual 
emphasis in the press dispatches. 


Represents understanding 


Yet it may be among the boldest of state 


enterprises related to environmental protection 
and natural resource conservation that have 
lately won appreciation from even the un- 
sophisticated citizen. It represents simul- 
taneously the new popular understanding of the 
complexities of modern life, and an awareness 
that the state has a vital role somewhere 
between the inadequately financed local 


government and the too remote national 
government establishment. 


Wisconsin, as part of the most affluent society 


in history, is now producing 13,000 tons of solid 
waste each day. Most of it is being buried in 
landfills. The awesome volume will continue to 
rise and may double or triple in the next decade 
or two. It is costly to handle. Much of it can be 
reclaimed, according to engineers and others 
who served on a state study task force that 
recently reported the recycling plan to the 
legislature. 


Recvcling would salvage valuable materials 


and thus lessen the pressure on the resources of 
the nation and might eventually be more 
economical in management terms than the 
outlays required in present collection and burial 
methods. That is the theme of the report to the 
legislature which has, in effect, been endorsed 
by the passage of the experimental recycling 
plan in the Assembly. 


There will be reservations about the extent of 


the state's financial commitment as suggested. 
The advisers said that it may require $120 
million to provide such recycling centers in all 
districts of the state, money that would be 
raised by putting the state's credit behind bond 
issues that hopefully would be serviced through 
the marketing of recycled materials. 


The more cautious state Senate may find that 


chancy. A decade ago the idea of such borrow- 


ing for such a purpose would have been voted 
down quickly. But the powers of the state were 
broadened, when the state Supreme Court vir- 
tually nullified the so-called prohibition of 
so-called "works of internal improvement," 
even as resource and environmental problems 
have bred a new political ethic. 


Trash volume to increase 


The carefully drawn plan falls short of as- 


surance that the market for recycled wastes will 
be sufficient to cover the substantial bond issue 
recommended. But as the engineers and others 
wrote, the cost liability for the conventional 
collection and burial method will rise at a 
frightening pace. A doubling, perhaps even a 
tripling, in the mountainous volume of trash 
produced by average families during the next 
decade or decade and a half is conceivable on 
the basis of recent experience- 


One recent morning as I walked to the bus 


stop in Madison I observed with new insight the 
trash trucks picking up three, four and some- 
times six or seven large containers of wastes 
carried to the curb from virtually every home 
on my side of a representative residential 
street. Some sights are so familiar that they fail 
to register on the mind. 


If there is no other result, the recycling 


authory bill has served usefully in certifying the 
implications of a profligate society.

Pressure forced backdown 


To be sure, the turning over of the 


tapes is a great relief. It proves that the 
combination of pressure from the 
public, the Congress and the courts can 
force even the most powerful and 
resolute official to back down- 


It also shows that the country is not 


beyond 
shocking. 
There 
are 


developments-and the firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox is 
one of them-so repugnant that they set 
in motion a tidal wave of opposition. 
The taste for freedom and the bias 
toward constitutional government are 
not dead in this country. We have 
proved worthy of the founders. 


Still the tapes comprise only a narrow 


part of Mr. Nixon's troubles. Few 
knowledgeable people believe that they 
can resolve anything in an unam- 
biguous way. Many savvy persons felt 
that all along the President was using 
them as a device to foil investigation of 
other more important matters. 


So there remain some immediate 


problems associated with the Watergate 
investigation- The most pressing by far 
is the need for an independent prosecu- 
tor. Mr. Cox was clearly on the trail of 
highly explosive materiil- pointing 
toward criminal action by t le President 
himself, his friend Charles Rebozo and 
several of his closest political as- 
sociates. 


Prosecutor must be independent 


The Justice Department, which is 


under the President's orders, cannot 
possibly conduct an investigation that 
inspires public confidence. Indeed, it is 
surprising that someone as sensitive to 
conflicts of interest as Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Henry Petersen could imagine" other- 
wise. There is simply no substitute for 
an independent prosecutor-preferably 
Mr. Cox himself. So the incipient moves 
in the Senate to establish that office will 
surely go forward. 


More important, there is the question 


of Mr. Nixon's general standing in the 
country. The effort to stamp out Mr. 
Cox shows that the President and his 
praetorian cohort under Gen. Alexander 
Haig have lost touch with public 
opinion. 


In the first two days after the Cox 


firing, Western Union reported some 
72,000 telegrams to the White House. 
The majority was apparently running 
heavily against Mr. Nixon. While there 
is no breakdown from the White House, 
the flow to Speaker Carl Albert is 
suggestive.

their turbans violated the pair's 1st 
Amendment rights to free exercise of 
religion, and that exemption from Army 
dress regulations was part of that 
religious freedom. 


The military judge replied that

Egypt, Lebanon, Jordan and Syria. He 
won a Nobel Peace Prize. 


In late October 1956, three months 


after President Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
Egypt nationalized the Suez Canal, 
Israel invaded Egypt in a proclaimed 
antiguerrilla action. 


With Soviet support, the United States 


called in the Security Council, but Brit- 
ain and France vetoed U.S. and Soviet 
resolutions 
for 
cease-fire 
and 


withdrawal. 


The British and French then attacked 


the canal zone with the stated aim of 
protecting the canal. Egypt blocked it 
with sunken ships, which the United 
Nations later cleared away. 


Yugoslavia got a special session of the 


General Assembly. The assembly 
adopted a U.S. cease-fire and 
withdrawal resolution and a Canadian 
proposal for a U.N. emergency force to 
follow up the withdrawal and remain on 
the Egypt-Israel armistice line. 


To get the force into Egypt, Ham- 


marskjold had to promise Nasser he 
would withdraw it on demand. To get full 
Israeli withdrawal, he had to position 
units to safeguard Israeli navigation in 
the Gulf of Aqaba. 


In May 1967, Nasser issued threats 


against Israel because of Syrian 
charges, denied by Israel and U.N. truce 
observers, that Israeli troops were 
massing to attack Syria. 


He asked Secretary-General Thant to 


pull the U.N. force out of Egypt so 
Egyptian troops could attack Israel if 
Israel attacked Syria. 


Thant agreed. Then he flew to Cairo to 


try to calm Nasser. As he was en route. 
Nasser closed the Gulf of Aqaba to 
Israeli shipping. 


The Israelis, claiming to have seen 


Egyptian forward movements on their 
radar, then invaded Sinai, seized the 
entrance to the gulf and swept to the Suez 
Canal. 


The attack caught the Seucrity Council 


in the midst of an inconclusive debate on 
the situation. The Soviet Union rejected 
a Danish cease-fire resolution for almost 
two days, evidently thinking Egypt was

Last August and September, Secret- 


ary-General Waldheim took a hand in 
the dispute and visited Cairo, Amman, 
Jerusalem and Damascus to sound out 
governments. He reported a desire for 
peace everywhere. 
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
